A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 
Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, 
or when it is adequately recorded on the Form or in an attachment to the Form, the examiner should check the appropriate box at the bottom of the 
Form which informs the applicant that the submission of a separate record of the substance of the interview as a supplement to the Form is not 
required.

2. 1 In regard to the objections at section (2)(A)(1) and (3)(D) and the rejection in section 5 
in regard to using a menu, see the first paragraph of page 5, lines 1-11, "The system then ... 
for internal use only.", which provides support for the use of menus and the related sections of 
fig. 1 which depicts the use of menus to obtain the standardized accounting codes. 

2.2 In regard to the objection at section (2)(A)(2) in regard to the recited computer system, 
see at least figure 1 which mentions at least two separate computer systems. 

2.3 In regard to the objections in sections (2)(B), and (3)(A) through (3)(C), appropriate 
amendments will be made. 

2.4 In regard to the rejection in section (6), distinct differences in the claimed invention 
verses the appealed claims were pointed out and discussed. The examiner then concluded that 
the scope of the two sets of claims were in fact different and withdrew this rejection. 

2.5 In regard to section (7), a terminal disclaimer will be filed. 

2.6 In regard to section (8), proposed amendments were suggested that would remove the 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 101. 

2.7 In regard to claim 45, it was decided to more particulary point out that the network 
includes more than one transaction system feeding transaction data for an user to the 
accounting system.
